SPENDSA FEW DAYS IN THE GOOD 
OLDCOUNTY OF LINCOLN.

Th County has Good Roads, No Fences, No Gamb- 
ling Bstablishments,Not Much Use for Judge 
and Jury, apd no Republican Votes for 
the Past Seventeen Years, Ete. 


I have been down to the good old county of 
Lincoln. I never was there before for it is hid 
out and lies remote from the blessings and 
the curses of modern civilization. What a pity 
it is that railroads which are such civilizers 
and such a necessity always bring with them 
such a train of troubles. Now here is Lincoln 
away offthe track and her jail doors were 
open and for months have not closed upon & 
prisoner. Judge Pottle was there holdin 
court, He opened it and closed it in a day an 
a balf for there were but three civil cases upon 
the docket and not acriminal to try. There 
wouldn’t be many candidates for solicitor if 
all the counties were as peaceable as Lincoln. 
Now here is Paulding county that used te be 
on that line and hardly ever held court more 
than six daysine year. But now since they 
have a railroad and have got civilized the’a. 
dockets are crowded and their jail is full. yfor- 
own county of Bartow bas two railroads ai.7% 
we hold twelve weeks of court and never get 
throvgh. There are only two lawyers and a 
half in Lincolnton and twenty-seven in 
Cartersville. Maybe it is the lawyers who stir 
up so much devilment in Bartow and ~ 6o0- 
ple are not 80 mite th to blame for it. ont 
know, but I do know that. we are a heeeity 
taxed people and still have the worst roads in 
the country. Lincoln county has better rosda ~ 
ard no fences and does net owe a dollar and® 
her good people come right square up to the 
realization of old Agur’s prayer who asked the 
Lerd to give him neither poverty nor riches, 
There is no place for a traveling show to ex- 
hibit, no ten-pin alley, no billiard tables, ne 
cirousses not even a livery stable, bat the 
boys most of them have their own horse and 
buggy and will volunteer to drive you over te 
Washington, which is twenty miles away, and 
cbarge you nothing but the pleasure of your 
company. “Howdo you get along, said I, 
what do you young men do for entertainment? 
Oh we visit aro lady ight smart and -walk out 
with the girls to look at the moon. Wetwe got 
the same moon you have and it isa mi ghtygood 
thing to court by. A young man can fall in 
love quicker under the light of the moon than 
any where eJse.’’ | mentioned this to Colonel 
Tom Howard and he said it was true. “I’ve 
no doubt of it William,’’said he,‘‘for love in its 
last analysis isa kind of lunacy and lanacy 
you know is derived from the moon. “Luna” 
means the moon and a lunatic is @ young man _ 
who basen’tgot anything and falls in love with 
a girl who havent got anything and imagines 
he will die and be eternally blasted if he 
doesent get her.’ 

Lincoln county has “+ t had @ single republi- 
can vote cast at her polls in seventeen years. 
Just think ofit, more negroes than white and 
not a single republican vote. Talk about the 
solid south! ‘There is no county in itas solid 
as Lincoln. They do not lack culture and keep 
poste don all the polities of the day. There are 
over a bundred copies of Tax Cosstirvtion 
taken there and about as many of the Augusta 
Chronicle, George Barnes made a great speech 
there and electrified the people. They are 
proud of George and have a right to be. Those 
people are slow and sure, They are & great 
big jury and whenthey want a thing done 
they do it. They eat t be hum bugged with 
new inventions or sedeced by the fashions and 
follies of the day. They send their children 
toschooland to college. Their boys go to 
Athers and their girls tothe Lucy Cobb and 
they dont know and dont care for any other 
institution. Old Judge Dooly lived there and 
died there and they dont know ofany smart 
thing that hedident say. I heard anecdotes 
of him which were just the same I used to hear 
of old Judge Wijliem H. Underwood in our 
section. Jobn M. Dooly lives in the memory 
of all their old nen and they have banded him 
down to theirchildren and grand children. 
And there is another man’s grave near to 
Lincolnton whose memory the people of 
Gevu rgia an d the south deli rhtte honor. For 
forty years Thomas B. Asbm: re was the real 
author and maker of Grier’s Almanac. He 
was @ genius in a Way—with but a few months 
tered the highest grade of 
mathe matic s and astronemy and there is hard- 
ly a family in the southern land that does not 
hang his almanac by the mantlepiece aud re- 
ly upon it for time and seasons and heaveuly 
phenomena.

grandures, and long after all other names have 
by the wash of the ages and the tempests of

In olden time, 
and when arrangements for postal communi- 
cation were less complete, there was on a rock 
a hundred feet high on the coast of England a 
barrel fastened to a post and marked in large 
letters ‘‘Postoiiice.’’ And as the ships went 
by a boat was sent ashore to take and fetch let- 
ters,and in that way sailors heard from home or 
sent word to those far away. So safe were 
those deposits of affection that no lock was on 
that barrel, containing letters for America 
and Enrope, and Asia and Atrica and the 
islands of the sea, and through that ocean 
postotice many a poor sailor’s heart was 
cheerod and tidings of gladness went to the 
old homestead. Would God that from all the 
heights of our nation’s prosperity there might 
be constant interchange of sympaties, the as- 
cending prayers be answered by correspond- 
ing blessings; postal celestial not by medium 
of a storm-struck rock on a wintry beach, but 
by means of the hock of Ages!
